Don RAMIRO, King of ARAG ON. 
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gui capit, ille facit. 


N the Year of our Lord 1137 Don Ramiro II. 1 of Ara- 
gon, who, after the Death of his Brother Don Alpbon ſo I. 
(who became King of Leon and Caſtile by his Marriage with 
the celebrated Donna *Urraca, Heireſs to thoſe Realms, fa- 
WSey mous for her Gallantries,) was taken out of his Cell in the Ab- 
bey of St. Ponce, and ſet upon the Throne. Ina Spaniſh Book, 


written by Jorge de Monte-Mayor, concerning this Monkiſh King Don 


Ramiro, I met with a remarkable Story. Having been from his Youth 
bred up in a Monaſtick Lite, he would not have quitted it for the Throne, 
had he not been abſolutely commanded fo to do by the Pope. The States of 
Aragon obliged him to marry, and he began to reign with great Lenity and 


religious Simplicity. Several of the Grandees of that Realm obſerving his 
Eaſineſs, held him in Contempt, and had the Inſolence to make him divers 
out-of-the-way Propoſals, and to give him ſome very ridiculous Counſel. 
Among other 'Things, being upon taking the Field, in order to oppoſe an 
Army of Moors, who had invaded his Dominions, ſome of thoſe ſneering 
Sycophants adviſed him to march out of his Capital City Saragoſa, Sword 
in Hand. He did fo, but found himſelf ſo embaraſs'd with his Sword and 
Shield, both his Hands being employ'd, that he was at an utter Loſs what 
to do with his Bridle. Upon this he asked them, How he [hould hold his 
Hor/#s Reins? They anſwered him, Tour Majeſty muſt hold them with your 
Teeth. He innocently did fo. But another of the Grandees, who had a true 
Veneration for that Prince, obſerving how he was impos d upon; undeceiy*d 


him, and gave him to underſtand that he had been abus'd. Don Ramzro, 


tho? fitter tor a Convent than a Throne, did not want Senſe, and ſufficient- 
ly reſented the Affront he perceived had been put upon him by his preſump- 
tious Subjects; and no ſooner alighted from his Horſe, but he wrote to a cer- 


tain antient Monk, who had been his Tutor in the Monaſtery where he had re- 


ſided, to ask his Advice what to do in that Caſe, and gave the Letter into 
the Hands of that loyal Courtier, who had diſabus'd him. That Nobleman 
immediately departed; and coming to the Convent, delivered the Letter as 
directed. Being introduced, he was conducted into the Garden, where he 
found the venerable Recluſe vey ſeriouſly walking; who having read the 
Letter, drew'out a Pair of Sciffars, and began to ſnip off the Heads of the 


talleſt Flowers. The Nobleman perceiving that he made no Haſte

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whereby the King might be certified that he had done his Errand ; the 
holy Man only ſaid, 7ou may tell bis Majeſty all you have ſeen arid heard. 
T1 have no more to ſay to him at preſent. The Nobleman finding it 
in vain to importune him any longer, returned to Court; where he gave 
an Account to Don Ramiro of what happened. That Prince, who rea- 
dily took the Hint, immediately iſſued out an Order to ſummon all the 
Grandees of the Realm to Court, having, as he gave out, Matters 


of the greateſt Importance to communicate ro them. They came; and 


the King faid, My Lords, I have ſent for you to ask your Advice: I have 
had it in my Head for ſome Time to make a Be11., that may be heard not only 


throughout my un Dominions, but hkewiſe in thoſe of: myNetghbours : How 


ſhall I manage it? "Thoſe who had play'd upon him before, imagining 
this to be one of Don Ramzro's Simplicities, toid him ſmiling, That an At- 
fair of ſo extraordinary a Nature would require ſome Conſideration, and 
demanded a Month's Time: He granted it, with Orders, that, the Month 
being expir'd, they ſhould not of to return with their Anſwer. At the 
Time pretix'd they all came, except thoſe who truly reſpected the King, 
who choſe rather to undergo the Cenſure of Diſobedience, than to be pre- 
ſent at the diſreſpectful Treatment they were perſuaded their Soveraiga 
would meet with from his ſneering Grandees. The King upon that Day 
apparelPd himſelf in all his Rega/za, and had moſt magnificently adorned 
a ſpacious Hall, the Tapeſtry whereof he had order'd to be hung at ſome 
Diſtance from the Walls, and that his Body Guards, armed at all Points, 
ſhould be poſted round the Apartment, concealed behind the Hangings. 
The Grandees being come, they began to utter ſeveral ridiculous Extrava- 
gancies relating to the Advice he had asked of them about the Bell. 
Don Namiro, incens'd at their Inſolence, gave the Signal, the Hangings 


were let fall in an Inſtant, and the Guard appeared all in Arms. Then ad- 
vanced four Executioners, and as many Friars; and the King, with a ſtera 


Countenance, and angry Tone, faid, To the Intent that thoſe who ſerve a 


mild Prince, may learn how. to deport themfetves with due Refpett towards 


him, I propos'd to you the making a Bell, which might be heard iu onrs 
and the neighbouring States: This Bell ig 10 other than your Heads, which, 
As Traytor Ss to your Soveratgn, / hall be now ſeverd from your Bodies. They, 


in a Conſternation, would have excuſed themſelves; but the King would 


hear nothing, and they were all immediately executed in his Preſence. The 
Heads were placed in a Ring round a Table, and that of the principal Per- 
ſon among them, in the Middle, and a large Carpet thrown over them. 
Their Sons were preſently ſent for to Court, to whom the King ſaid, Zox 


here behold the Heads of your Fathers, which for their having faiPÞd in their 


Reſpett to me their Soveraigu, I have cauſed to be ſeparated from their Bo- 
dies Take Warning by this Example, and learn to behave your ſotves better 
than they have done. Their Eſtates, Titles, and Dignities I beſtow upon 


you live and enjoy them: But never let the Sound of this Bell be out of your 


Ears. After this the King was reſpected and obeyed by all his Subjects. It 


alſo became a Proverb throughout Hain, (when any one was turbulent,) 
Haze mas Ruydo que la Campana de Aragon; He makes more Noiſe than the 


Bell of Aragon. 


THERE were other Kings in Hain who had been Monks, and in parti- | 


cular Don Alphonſo IV. King of Leon and Caſtile, who, in the Year 924, 


ambitious of a Crown, left his Cell to aſcend the Throne; but after a 
troubleſome Reign of ſix or ſeven Years, he was again ſhut up in his 


Monaſtery by his Brother Don Ramiro II. and ſome ſay that he deprived 

him of his Sight, EN r 
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
